four-square 
for 
Americanism and is founded on the 
golden rule and the practice of the 
principles of charity, justice, broth : 
erly love and fidelity. Only one E lks’ 
lodge is perm itted in a city, regard-1 
less of popnlation, w ith the result 
that the resources are centralized 
and practically every lodge owns its 
clubhouse.

“Of this 500,000 shares that were 
issued for promotion, a number of

This means that 
the promoters have given up a con­ 
siderable portion of their interest in 
(he promotion stock for the benefit 
of the company.

“It is not true that the promoters 
of these enterprises were permitted 
to secure possession of the promo­ 
tion stock just as soon ar, oil was 
struck.
